Big Dealers in Canal Zone Com- 
bine and Commission 
Retaliates. 


WASHINGTON, Aug, °3.+Provision 
trusts and combinations in the Isthmian 
Canal Zone succeeded in increasing the 
price of meats, vegetables and fruits 


more than 100 per cent and forced the 
Isthmian Canal Commission to pass a 
resolution at a recent meeting enabling 
its agents to buy supplies in the open 
market and without advertising for bids. 
Members of the commission say they 
discovered that all the dealers in pro- 
visions who had sufficient capital to 
furnish the bond required of bidders on 
supplies had pooled their interests and 
cornered the contracts for all vegeta- 
bles, meats and fruits required for the 
commission, hotels and messes. The 
combination was in a position to demand 
prohibitive prices and the commission 
was forced to change his methods and 
enable small dealers and producers to 
compete for the business. 

As a safeguard the commission res- 
olution provides that not more than $500 
worth of supplies is to be bought daily 
in the open market without asking for 
bids. his limits the purchases in 
open market to perishable provisions.

TWO MILLION 


LOSS BY FIRE 
AT MILAN FAI 
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Blaze Threatens for Time to 
Wipe Out Big Exposition 
Completely. 








ART EXHIBITS DESTROYED 





Four Pavilions Wiped Out With 
Exhibits Before Firemen 
Gain Control, 


MILAN, Italy, Aug. 3.—Fire discovered 
about 5 o'clock this morning in the 
Hungarian Decorative Arts Pavilion of 
the Milan International Exposition, now 
in progress here, for severela hours 
threatened the entire destruction of the 
exposition and resulted in damage, esti- 
mated at $2,400,000, to the art collectten 
shown at the expesition, 

The fact that. the decorative art ex- 
hibits of the nations were installed in 
separate unconnected pavilions instead 
of in one large palace, enabled the fire- 
men to Keep the flames in bounds. 

Three ofthe decorative art pavilions 
were completely destroyed with their 
valuable contents, those of Italy, Hun- 
gary and that containing the architec- 
tural exhibits of Italy and Hungary. A 
number of the sections, near the center 
of the blaze, were scorched and much 
damage was done to the exhibits in the 
hasty removal to avoid the flames. 


Carbimeers Save Paintings. 


The fire was discovered in the Hun- 
garian section and spread rapidly to the 
art sections situated in an adjoining 
park. For a time the British, Swiss, 
Japanese and Netherland sections were 
threatened, but by energetic work the 
firemen succeeded in saving them. 

The jewelry and fine arts sections also 
were threatened, but a large force of 
carbineers carried the pictures, many of 
them of priceless value, from the Gal- 
lery of Fine Arts into the corrmaurs of 
pavilions beyond the fire zone. 

At noon the fire was considered to be 
under control. 

Some of the estimates place the loss 
as high as $2,400,000. 

The fire is attributed to an electric 
short circuit. The authorities reject the 
theory that the conflagration was of 
incendiary origin. 

The buildings destroyed were of wood 
and staff and offered ready food for the 
flames. 

The exposition has been open since 
May 1, and is a mecca for European 
tourists. The damage traces of the fire 
will be eliminated as much as possible 
and the exposition continued until its 
closing time, Nov. 1. 

The Milan Exposition celebrates the 
completion of the Simplon tunnel, the 
longest in the world, which bores 
through the Alps, connecting Milan, in 
Italy, with Geneva and Lausanne, in 
Switzerland. 


MAIL. TREATMENT 
WON'T SAVE HIN 


Webster Groves Man Dies of 
Heart Disease After Six 
Weeks’ Course, 


Heart disease caused the death of 


John Bertrana of Webster Groves, who 
took a correspondence course of treat- 
ment for stomach trouble, according ta 
the verdict of the Coroner's jury. 

Mr. Bertrand had been under the 
treatment for eight weeks of a Chicago 
woman doctor who had never seén him, 
but who had concluded from his letters 
—_ he was afflicted with stomach trou- 
ie, 

He had been sick for three years and 
had tried the doctors of the neighbor- 
hood without deriving any benefit. A 
friend told him of having taken a cor- 
respondence course with the Chicago 
woman doctor and gave him one of the 
woman's @ards. 

Bertrand wrote to her, inclosing 50 
centss acording to the conditions laid 
down. His wife says it was the under- 
standing that she would diagnose his 
trouble from his handwriting. A _ six 
weeks’ course of treatment at $1.50 a 
week, was prescribed and the woman 
sent him two packages of herbs from 
which a tea was to be brewed. 


Gave Hayseed Tea. 

Agriculturists of the community say 
that one was murdock and the other 
hayseed. 

After beginning the treatment Mr. 
Bertrand began to bloat, but there was 
no way of telling whether the tea did it. 
He was not well at the end of six weeks 
and continued the treatment.two weeks 
longer.

Returning to the house he 
was standing in the shade of a tree 
whe nhe called to his wife. She ran to 
him and he died in her arms. 

Coroner Koch held the inquest and 
heart disease was given as the cause 
of death.

Several persons narrowly escaped

Friday, 
and business was resumed as usual, the 
market being cleared of the fumes by 
daybreak. 

At first the fumes were confined to 
the building, but soon spread to the 
outside, and persons were forced to 
cover thelr faces and pass the market 
on the opposite side of the atreet. 

The market was deserted by the mer- 
chants before they had time to place 
their meats and vegetables in their ice- 
boxes, and what remained out was 
ruined.

MOTHER IS ALSO HURT 





Alton Woman Is Burned When 
She Wraps Blanket About 
Daughter. 


While “playing woman” in a long 
dress, 77-year-old Iona Hallet was so 
badly burned that she died from the 


effects of the burns &t 7 a. m. Friday 
at her nome at 111 East Eleventh 
street, Alton. 

The child was the daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. John Haliet. Dressed in 
one of her mother’s skirts, she was 
playing happily around the yard at 
5:30 p. m. Thursday. Mrs. Mabel 
Haller, who lives next door, was 
burning some rubbish fn her yard and 
Iona entered the yard to watch. 

She got closer to the fire than she 
intended and a ,spark caught in the 
long skirt, which soon was fanned 
into a blaze. The child was fright- 
ened and ran from the yard with 
Mrs. Haller in pursuit. Mrs. Hallet, 
from the kitchen window, saw her 
daughter's peril and she, too, ran 
after. 

Frantic, the little girl was easily 
able to outdistance those who would 
save her, and the flames burned all 
the more flercely because of the speed 
at which she was running. 

The screams of the women attract- 
ed the attention of Carl Wilkinson, 17 
years old. who was at his home at 
Eleventh street and Easton avenue. 


Mother Seriously Burned, 


He ran after the child, and gather- 
ing her in his arms, began beating 
out the flames. Mrs. Hallet rushed 
home and dragged out a  Obilanket, 


which she endeavored to wrap around 
her child. In doing so, her own 
clothes caught fire and she was 8se- 
riously burned before the flames were 
extinguished... 

Moaning, the little sufferer was car- 
ried into her own home and laid on 
the bed. Those who had saved her 
thought the fire was out, but when 
she was laid on her bed the blaze 
broke out anew, and the bed clothes 
were ignited. 

Medical aid was summoned, but the 
child’s condition was such that it 
was apparent from the first that there 
was slight chance for her to live. The 
mother, tvo, was so seriously burned 
that doubts are entertained as to her 
recovery.

Philadelphia Physicians Oper-

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 3.—Following 
the theories of the country’s foremost 
physicians and the recent ruling of the 
uvenile courts, the Pennsylvania Society 
to Protect Children from Cruelty has in-

Saloonkeeper From Mem- 
phis Polling Place,

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Aug. 3.—~J. G. Wel- 


lington, a saloon keeper, was killed, W. 
J. Cooke, an election judge, was fatally 
wounded, and B. E. UConn shot in the 
heel in an election duel that occurred 


Wellington, who was sent here from 
Chicago by the Haggerty-Hartley-Keene 
syndicate to conduct one of their places, 
is saiq to have been the cause of the 
trouble. All day he had been flourish- 
ing a pistol about the polls, it is alleged, 
insisting upon his right to closely watch 
the interests of his candidate. 

Shortly after the polls closed he en- 
tered the room where the judges were 
about to count the vote, and was perem- 
torily ordered to vacate. He ,etorted 
that he would leave the room if they 
would also require Conn, who owned the 
store in which the election was held, to 
leave. Conn denied the right, it is said, 
of any man to put him out of his own 
place, and, after a few words with Wel- 
lington, who had in the meantime drawn 
his revolver, repaired to a rear room and 
secured his repeating shotgun. 

As Conn appeared, Wellington began 
firing, his first shot penetrating Cooke’s | 
vitals. His next shot struck Conn in 
the foot and several others went wild. 
Conn then returned the fire, putting two 
loads of buckshot in Wellington’s face 
and neck, death resulting instantly. 
Cooke was removed to the hospital, but 
it is not believed he will live.

The ride in the ambulance and 
the physicians she did not remember. 

Wednesday was a long day to her. 
It began out in Irving, Il, 58 miles 
from St. Louis, which is the home of 
her widowed mother, and this is the 
way Mrs. English, who is a little, frail- 
looking, brown-haired, brown-eyed wom- 
an, tells about it: 

“IT rose early so that I could start 
away before baby woke up. His name 
is Tom and he’s only 4. His eyes are 
pretty and brown and his hair is light. 

“I had been trying to keep him with 
me here in St. Louis since my husband 
died three months ago, but I found that 
nobody wanted to give work to a wom- 
an with a baby. I took him out to my 
mother’s several days ago and she said 
she'd take care of him while I worked 
in St. Louis. 

Started Early in Morning. 

“Sf had only $1 with which to come 
back to St. Lou‘s, so I decided to walk 
to Litchfield, which is 18 miles from 
my mother’s home, and ride the rest 
of the way. 

“it was just 6 o'clock when T kissed 
baby goodby and he was still sound 
asieep. I had to kiss him softly or I 
could never have gotten away. It would 
have been too hard for both of us. 

“Then I starteg on my walk. The 


road was good, but the weather was 
warm and I could not always walk in 
the shade. Whenever I grew very tired 
I tried to think of how nice it wonld 
be if I could earn enough money to do 
what ft want to do. 

“Maybe you'll think it foolish, but ! 
have worked out a way of earning 1% liv- 
ing for baby and me that I shall try 
as soon as I can get enough money. 

“T want to buy. a horse and wagon 
and travel. I am 25 years old today, 
even if I am little, and I can take care 
of myself. | 

“When I have my horse and wagon I 
shall drive about the countrv selling 
things and I shall buy copper and other 
junk from the country people and sell 
it in the cities. 

“My lunes are weak and the doctors 
sivy that I must go West. I could gf 
that way and take baby with me. We'd 
have a fine time. : 

“T calculated the money that would 
be necessary to buy the horse and wag- 
on and that made me forget that the 
way was long and the sun hot. 

Pianned to Save #40. 

“T concluded that I could probably 
get a horse for $25 or $30 and a nice cov- 
ered wagen for $10, and I worked out 
ways of saving $49 to set me anc baby 
up in business. 

“When it seemed about noontime | 
stopned at a farmhouse and asked, 
‘How far is it to Litchfield?’ The farmer 
said. ‘Nine miles.’ 

“The family was at dinner and they 
asked me to eat with them. IT was thank- 
but T could not eat much. After 
dinner T went on towards Litehfield,

things and walking as fast as I could, 
because I did not want to be too late 
in wetting to Litchfield.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3—The Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor is defining its 
program in accordance with its newly 
adopted policy to carry its influence into 
politics and make the organization a 
potent national force. The first dem- 
onstration is being directed against Con- 
gressman Charles E, Littlefield of Maine 
in his campaign for re-election. 

Nor is Littlefield the only victim that 
the labor element has marked for ven- 
geance. The federation blacklist is 
known to include the following members 
of the House Judiciary Committee: 
Representatives Jenkins of Wisconsin, 
chairman; Parker of New Jersey, Alex- 
ander of New York, Littlefield of Maine, 
Nevin of Ohio, Palmer of Pennsylvania, 
Gillett of California, Terrell of Massa- 
chusetts, Sterling of Illinois and Fester 
of Indiana. 

All the Republican members of. the 
House Committee on Labor, except 
Chairman Gardner of New Jersey, wll 
be opposed for re-election by the feder- 
ation. They are: Representative Bar- 
tholdt of Missouri, McCall of Massachu- 
setts, Vreeland of New York, Conner of 
Iowa, Goebel of Ohio, Haskins of Ver- 
mont and Norris of Iowa. The Demo- 
crats on the jugiciary and labor e-mmit- 

have escaped the labor wrath. 

Even Speaker Cannon has not eluded 
proscription and it is said that the lator 
unions of the Danville district will mak2 
an active campaign to diminish his pres- 
tige at home, if it is not possible to un- 
seat him. 

Most Effective Tactics. 


The tactics assumed in the Littlefield 
case indicate the modes ofaprocedure to 
be adorted by the federatio They are 
most direct and effective. he master 
key to the plan is to form cémbinations 
with the Democrats in every district 
which includes a eongressman who 
stands appoved to union interests. The 
address prepared by fhe American Fed- 
eration of Labor to the country at the 
opening cf the House of the Sixtieth 
Congress outlines the plan of battle and 
calls upon the trades unions to set all 
other adherences aside and fight at the 
ballot box in the fall elections for men 
who have identified themselves as fore- 
most for ths preservation and promotion 
of Inabor ideas. 

“T'nele Joe’ Cannon has incurred the 
feder: t:on'’s hostility because of his es- 
pousal of Congressman Littlefield’s 
cause and his promise to aid his cam- 
paign in the Second Maine district. As 
sequence of the earnest manner in 
which the federation head officials re- 
sented this and the vigor with which 
they carried the matter before the Re- 
publican Consgreszional Campaign Com- 
mittee, President Roosevelt and other 
leaders, it ‘s possible that Mr. Cannon 
may withdrew his promise, in which 
event Littlefield must contend against 
the Labor-Dermocratic coalition-without 
Federal suppert. It is the federation's 
intention to cry “‘hands off’’ to the ad- 
ministration in the fights hegun against 
other congresstnan on the labor black- 
list as in the Littlefield case. 


President's Attitude. 


The federation is taking courage in its 
political crusade because of the attitude 
of the Fresident, who recently gave of- 
ficial recognition to one of the several 
demands of the trades unions by order- 
ing that the eight-hour law, as recently 
modified by Congress, be strictly en- 
forced, and it is considered probable 
that a vigorous prosecution will be in- 
stituted by the President against all 
contractors doing Government construc- 
tion work who are violating the provis- 
ions of the law. It is no secret that 
President Roosevelt desires to keep the 
leaders of the Republican party and the 
labor organization on od terms, and, 
as it is believed that his will be the di- 
recting genius of the party’s campaign 
for contro! of the next House. It is 
thought that he will advise Speaker 
Cannon to remain absent from Maine 
until the storm blows over. 

In the manifesto drawn up by the 
federation, Congress is censured as 
turning a deaf ear to labor and the 
American peuple are appealed to to 
stand for a government of, for and by 
the people, rather than the “almighty 
doliar.”” Congressmen and senators are 
accused of being indifferent to the rights 
and demands of their constituents be- 
cause of a rabid desire to get rich at the 
people’s expense. The mantfesto pleads 
for 2 recognition of the rights of the 
masses and enjoins them to show their 
, Strength at the mest potent place—the 
i ballot box.

TOPEKA, Kan., Aug. 3.—Fred Grand- 
mongin lost a case in the City Court 
because Judge McCabe held that an 
abbreviation for the word merchandise 
meant whisky, and that by the drink. 

The plaintiff in the case formerly con- 
ducted the Heitman House, near the 
Santa Fe Depot, which seems to have 
at all times maintained a bar and dis- 
pensed intoxicating refreshments. Eric 
Hollander, who has been employed by 
the Santa Fe for the past 18 years, was 
not only one of the star boarders, but 
if the story which he told on the 
witness stand is correct he was what 
might be termed a valuable patron of 
the . bar. 

He swore that while he was a patron 
‘of Landlor Grandmongin's hotel, which 
was for a period of several years, he 
paid him $18 a month for his board, 
but that when a bill was tenedered 
him at the end of the month it ranged 
from $25 to $55, the difference between 
the amount which he was to pay for his 
board and the total amount of nis bill 
being covered in each instance by the 
Single item ‘‘mdse.’’ 

Grandmongin recently disposed of his 


-fnteresis in the hotel and bar and im- 


‘mMediateiy set about collecting the bal- 
ances owed him by his patrons and in 
most instances the bills included a 
more than liberal amount charged tu 
““muse.’ This item interested Judge 
McCabe, but his efforts to find out from 
Grandmongin just what the item meant 


- were of nv avail as he refused to state, 


and claimed his right to refuse to an- 
ewer on the grounds that his answer 
would incriminate him.

All 
of the county clerks of the State have 
reported the assessments for the year.

$404,071,692.. The valuation for 190, as re- 
turned by the county clerks, was $3S1,- 
976,887. Practically four times this 
amount should be taken into consider- 
ation to reach the actual cash value of 
all property in’ Kansas. Many counties 
make the aSsessments on _ one-third, 


many on one-fourth and a. few on one- 
fifth of the actual cash value of the 
property. This would make the actual

He does well enough 
long as things break right for him, 
as long fortune favors. But when 
he has to stick and stay and fight it 
out tooth and nail he weakens and 
breaks. 

Once I saw Dute Cabanne run three 
dead heats in a 1-yard dash and win 
Why? Because he pos- 
strength and the power. 
Many men could beat him in one heat, 
but not any in four out of seven. The 
fittest of all striving things, when real- 
the trotting horse.

So you can fit a trotter if his legs 
hold out.

Weigh- 
ing 1290 nounds, strong as an elephant, 
as a flach, brave as a lion, he is 
the limit of bodily power, speed, 
strength and endurance. 

Yet. how do they fit this horse animal 
for his great feats? Plenty of hay and
